voltage of the coil to compensate for a change in temperature in the coil. The 
change in temperature of the sensor is incorporated in the output of the sensor 
(Note e.g. Figs. 7,8,10; Col. 2, lines 36+; Col. 5, lines 45+; claim 1).
